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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Newly submitted claims 13-15 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: the new claims are directed to a 
method for producing including calculating optimization, not previously recited. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 13-15 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to 
a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore the alternating loads of claim 1 must 
be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 2, line 3, the term "with less material" is awkward as to what is being compared. It 
is unclear to what the less material is referring. Explanation is required to show with what other 
feature with more material the area is being contrasted. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1, 3-6 are allowed. 

6. Claim 2 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 

U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 2 have been considered but are moot in view 
of the new ground(s) of rejection.
